style pistols 'n' puzzles action, but 
with a load more variety in the 
gameplay. It's so big it's spread over 
Four CDs, with the action taking in brothels in Hong 
Kong, heavily-deFended Triad bases, cursed villages 
and Finally the heart oF Hell itselF. 

You control a team of three mercenaries; Hana, Deke 
and Glas. They've teamed up to do a job fora Hong Kong 
businessman: find a missing kid, Wee Ming Lam, Hana's 
heading into a block of flats to meet the businessman 
who's hired her when she realises something's wrong. 
Suddenly, she's surrounded by pistol-wielding goons. 

Hana goes in guns blazing, but it's no use. When 
she's captured by the thugs, control automatically 
switches to Glas who's got to head in 
there and rescue his buddy. 

And so the story unfolds, the action 
flicking between the three mercenaries as 
they dive deeper into this gripping mix of 
bullets and brain-bending puzzles, all 
laced with Chinese black magic.

Fear Effect has a blockbuster story. Wee Ming Lam, 
daughter of a powerful Chinese businessman, has 
disappeared and you're in control of the team of three 
mercenaries hired to find her. Naturally you're in it for 
the cash, but even the hefty pay-off didn't prepare you 


for the nightmare ahead. The plot's riddled with confus¬ 
ing twists, double-crosses and freaky Chinese myths 
that'll make your blood run cold. The longer you play, the 
more dark and disturbing this game gets. And none of 
the characters are exactly what they seem. 



RE UKE A MOVE THAN A GAME 


This game is stuffed with explosive action sequences 
and the storyline packs a real punch, too. But that's not 
the only thing Fear Effect shares with Flollywood movies. 

The story sequences in games like Resident Evil don't 
fit neatly into the game, because they look so different 
from the in-game stuff. Here everything blends 
seamlessly into one, so you always feel involved. When 
the game cuts from a video sequence into the gameplay, 
there's no difference in the graphics. The camera just 
swings round, and suddenly you're in the action. 

Cinema-style camera angles and cuts add to the blg- 
screen feel. One minute you're guiding Hana through a 
village settlement, the next you've switched to Deke and 
you're being peppered with bullets. You hardly get time 
to take a breath, let alone draw your gun and take aim. 
Luckily, there's loads of save points.

It really is simple stuff, 
and because it's easy to tell if you can use 
an item, you won't waste hours walking 
around, constantly tapping the 'use' 
button in case you've missed something.

PUZZLES

FEEL THE FEAR 



This is where Fear Effect is different from 
stuff like Tomb Raider and Res Evil. Rather 
than an energy bar which empties every 
time you take a hit, your character's 
condition is determined by fear. When 
they're calm, the Fear Meter stays green. 
Take a hit, or stumble into the middle of a 
gunfight with bullets flying in every 
direction, your guy starts to panic and the 
bar switches to red. Take another hit 
when your heart meter's jumping like a 
hyperactive acrobat and you're dead 
meat. You've got to play it cool to stay 
calm, sneaking up behind the bad guys 


rather than running in guns blazing. 
Staying cool is a matter of keeping out of 
the firing line. Any time you do something 
good like solve a puzzle or beat a baddie, 
your Fear reduces. Tense stuff.

Watch out when you make it 
to Hell, too. Whenever you 
wipe out a bad guy they drop 
paper ammo. This may seem 
pointless, but if you burn it in 
a sacred flame you're 

awarded the real thing. A When your target shows red you can get a one-hit kill 



You've just rattled through two ammo 
clips taking out guards, your Fear 
Meter's going through the roof and 
you've only got a handful of bullets 
left. And suddenly you've got to take 
on an absolutely enormous bullet¬ 
spitting boss character. 

Defeating these gits is initially a case 
of trial and error. Stand your ground, 
spitting out lead death and you'll be 
dead before you hit the ground. 
You've got to try different tactics. The 


first bloke you fight carries a hefty 
machine-gun, and if you hang around 
For too long he'll blow you to bits. 
Staying in cover is the key to success, 
waiting for him to shoot his load 
before commando rolling into the 
open and firing off a couple of shots, 
then tumbling back out of the way. 

Choosing the right weapon is 
essential too. When Glas is attacked 
by a helicopter gunship you immedi¬ 
ately grab your biggest gun and pump 


off a couple of rounds, which bounce 
harmlessly off its armour. Instead, 
switch to the pistol and fire at the 
Flags flapping in the background. Get 
it right and a flag will be sucked into 
the chopper's engines, causing them 
to cut out and send the gunship 
spiralling earthwards. 

Brute force is hardly ever the 
answer: this game's sassy enough to 
keep you guessing, even in the thick 
of combat, just stay frosty.

It's off-the-wall stuff, but the gags are samey and the 
laughs short-lived. When your kart's invaded by a storm 
of bodiless Saddam Husseins, you can't help but smirk.

■ CORNERS: You get cars of differtent speeds and handling to test 
the grip and sliding around curves. Watch the demo for help. 


■ MULTIPLE CORNERS: You have to worry about taking the fastest 
route over two bends, without sliding off the tarmac. 


■ BRAKING: You'll go from the very slow accelerating Toyota Yaris 
(67HP) to the stupidly fast Nissan Skyline CTR V-Spec. 


To fully exercise your skills, the Standard and International Licence tests 
will sometimes give you exactly the same test, but with a different car. 
This is to make you learn the different strengths and weaknesses of each 
car model, and how to exploit them to the full. 


BRAKING 


The art of braking is just as important as getting off to the best start. Slam on the anchors in the wrong 
place and your car will spin uncontrollably. Brake too late and you'll fly off the circuit, but slow down too 
late and you'll lose precious seconds. Learn the stopping distances for different powered cars. 



A The early tests in A and B Licences introduce 
you to get used to braking, using different 
powered cars for different stopping distances. 
Stop on the finishing grid to pass 


A At first you'll have a frustrating time braking 
too late, thinking your car has insane stopping 
distances. Slam on the brakes just before the 900 
metre sign for best results 


MULTIPLE CORNERING 


The trick to getting through multiple corner tests easily is look at the demonstration first. It'll show you 
when to brake, how fast to drive and when to turn. Do the same as the Demo car and you're pretty much 
there. Doing it fast enough to get the Gold award should then just be a matter of time 



A When you first tackle a multiple comer test, 
take it slow to see where you can squeeze more 
out of the comers.

At the very start you're not even eligible to see the Super International Licences and they're opened. They are much entire lap of a track, but pass and you're awarded the Event 

Licence on the Test Menu screen. However, pass the three tougher than any of the other tests, often taken place over an Synthesiser, allowing you to customise races. 


CORNERING 


After passing the International Licences you should be adept at taking corners. But to get through the 
Super Licence you must develop these advanced techniques to guarantee success. 



A Bear in mind that a Rear Wheel Drive (MR) car 
is better when turning into a bend, and a Front 
Wheel Drive car (FF) sits on the road a whole lot 
better out of a bend 


A RWD car are therefore easier to swing into a 
comer but are tough to straighten up. In a FWD 
motor, be more cautious going into a bend, but 
hit the gas as soon as you start to straighten up 


MULTIPLE CORNERING 


Virtually every multiple corner test in Super License mode is on a track 
full of tight bend which you must take perfectly to pass. This can get 
frustrating, especially if you spin out on the last bend. 


Your first car 


After going through all the Licence tests you'll have some idea of which car best suits your driving style. 
Do you prefer the tight turning ratio of a rear-wheel drive car, or the pulling power of a front-wheel drive 
car. Whatever, you haven't got much cash to get your first motor. Use these tips to choose wisely. 



A When buying your Hrst car, forget about 
brand new motors. You can get a car that 
performs just as well from the second-hand 
market, and they're loads cheaper too 


Eitasa 
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A The car will then skid in the opposite direction. When the back-end 
slides out in the other direction, turn the wheels the other way to 
counter the skid and end up facing out of the comer. Perfect 
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A Brake horse power probably doesn't mean 
that much to you, but check out the perfor¬ 
mance graphs on the info panel to get a 
better idea of top speed and acceleration 
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A Be careful when choosing your car based 
on the above statistics. Some cars might be 
really fast but may have shite acceleration, 
and vice versa 
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A The Horse Power (HP) is the car's sheer 
brute force. Compare HPs to see which car 
has more oomph. Weight is also something 
to bear in mind, too 



• Put simply, the bigger 
the engine, the faster the 
car. In most cases this 
means the more 
expensive it'll be, but 
there are exceptions. A 
two-litre BMW will cost 
more than a Ford with 
the same size engine. 
Look for cars by Honda, 
Vauxhall and Ford 


• it's best to spend as 
close to your million 
credits on your first car as 
possible, rather than 
saving some to tweak it. 
That way you'll get a 
better starting engine. 
Once you've used the car 
in a couple of races and 
won yourself some 
money, buy mods 
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Car Modification 


There's no point souping up your car without taking it out For 
a few test races first. You won't know which parts of your car 
need improving unless you've pushed it to the limit, so check 


it out First and spend your money wisely. It's also wise to save 
cash by not making modifications unless completely necces- 
sary, instead getting the money together to buy a brand new 


motor. Decent modifications don't come cheap, so to actually 
make a real difference you'll have to Fork out the price of 
another car, which is ridiculous 
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A Muffler: improves through-flow of exhaust. 
Brakes: Duh, you stop faster. Engine Performance 
Chip: acts as a central brain, regulating air/fuel ratio 
and timing, thus upping performance 
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A Drivetrain: everything that transmits power from 
the engine to the wheels can be modded for 
maximum performance. Gears, clutches and

Know how an engine works and it's a lot easier to work out which parts to modify to best 
improve your car's performance. 


The Yanks believe that you can't beat cubes, so their solution to max power is to 
boost the cubic capacity of an engine from, say 1,200cc to 1,800cc. On this side of 
the pond, we're a bit smarter. You can re-shape camshafts that open an engine's 
valves. That will give you a new spread of power. Opening out the carburettors and 
fitting a high-flow air filter can make a motor pull better. Our tip is to experiment 


The gearbox is a complex bit of kit but absolutely crucial to success on certain 
circuits. A tight, windy circuit may need a low ratio gearbox which means lots of 
gearchanges. But it can deliver too much wheelspin on dirt tracks. A high ratio 'box 
will often mean more space between gears and fewer gearchanges. This is handy for 
high-speed rings but you can find the engine may bog down in tight comers

Machine Test 


Go to the machine test before AND after you make alterations to your car, otherwise you 
won't notice the difference. You can switch between part in the Settings Menu, so you can 
directly compare the performance of each mod. To get the most out of any custom part 
you need to fine-tune the set-up rather than simply bolting the new bit on, otherwise 
you could be lowering the performance rather than increasing it.

A Slipstreaming is the perfect 
way to overtake a more powerful 
car. Basically it works like this: 
you tuck yourself in behind the 
car in front, therefore reducing 
the drag on your motor 



A Without the wind to slow your 
motor down, you're able to go 
slightly faster. However, the car in 
front is still battling against drag, 
so you've got the advantage, 
albeit only slight 



A Bolting on extras like spoilers 
and wings also help, as they 
smooth the airflow over your car 
and create downforce, which 
'pushes' your car towards the 
track to increase traction 


A Overtaking when slipstreaming 
is all down to timing. Stay tucked 
behind the guy in front until you 
exit a comer and have a long 
straight in front. Power down on 
the accelerator... 


A Then, at the last second, nip out 
and overtake. Get it right and 
your car will have a slight speed 
advantage, allowing you to glide 
past and get the best position on 
the next comer

Galerians is a horror adventure where you 
play a 14-year-old kid who eats narcotics 
like Vanessa Feltzeats lardy cakes.

This game takes a new approach to 
scaring the crap out of you.
